MILK PRICES HERE 


Carl Hansen and W. H. O rth, in­ 
vestigators for the state nulk con­ 
trol commission, were in G ettys­ 
burg today to 
Investigate alleged 
price cutting in sales of milk and 
cream in 
Gettysburg and 
several 
other towns in Adams county. 
The investigators stated th a t they 
have not yet filed any informations 
but are gathering evidence for fu 
ture prosecution 
of 
dealers who 
persist in violation of the commis­ 
sion’s regulation of m inim um prices 
for milk and cream. 
They stated 
that conviction for price-cutting be­ 
low the prescribed m inimum carries 
a fine of from $25 to $300 or a jail 
sentence in default of paym ent of 
he fine. 
“The law will be rigidly

OWNER OF INN 
SWEPT DY FIRE 
HELD FOR ARSON 


A charge of arson was filed Mon­ 
day afternoon against J. E. Mann, 
formerly of Reisterstown, Maryland, 
proprietor of the “Man-Ton” road­ 
house which was considerably dam­ 
aged Sunday evening by a fire 
which police are convinced was of 
Incendiary origin. 
The roadhouse 
is located along the Hanover-Lit- 
tlestown road about a mile from 
Littlestown. 
The information was filed before 
Justice of the Peace Howard G. 
Blocher, Littlestown, by Corporal H. 
W. 
Buckbee, Gettysburg, 
of 
the 
Pennsylvania Motor Police. A hear­ 
ing is to be held Wednesday eve­ 
ning. Mann remains In the county 
jail here where he was placed early 
Monday morning by Corporal Buck­ 
bee after a preliminary investiga­ 
tion of the cause of the fire. 
Corporal Buckbee, joined today in 
the investigation by Private Chester 
Engle, Harrisburg, revealed that he 
has learned that Mann carried about 
$3,000 insurance on the equipment 
and furnishings of the roadhouse he 
had operated since January I. 
Police are holding as evidence 
kerosene-soaked rags found in the 
building after the fire; an oil can 
partly filled with a liquid Mann 
says 
he 
used 
in 
his 
kerosene- 
burning stove but which the officers 
say Is gasoline, and candles twisted 
together and placed near the oil- 
soaked rags and flooring. 
The Are was discovered by a Mc­ 
Sherrystown youth who spread the 
alarm about 8:30 o’clock, a half 
hour after Mann and his family are 
reported to have locked up the es­ 
tablishment and left for Emmits­ 
burg where they spent the evening. 
Littlestown firemen responded to 
the call. 
Upon their arrival they found the 
front door locked. Breaking It open 
they discovered flames filling the 
stairway from the first to the sec­ 
ond floor of the building, the upper 
part of which was used as a dwell­ 
ing house by the Manna. 
Firemen 
reported that blazes appeared to 
have been started at several points 
on the first floor, but that the 
flames making the most headway 
were at the stairs. 
Firemen arrived In time to save 
the building. 
Fire Chief Armidee 
Ecker has estimated the damage at 
about $1,500 to furnishings and the 
building. 
When the suspicious na­ 
ture of the fire was discovered H. S.

HEAVY PROGRAM 
FACES CONGRESS 
AFTER 6 MONTHS 


563 U. S. DEATHS 
SET JULY 4 MARK 


(By The Anwociated Pre**) 
A total of 563 men, women and 
children met violent death in the 
two-day celebration of the nation’s 
161st birthday. 
The toll was believed the highest 
in the history of America’s observ­ 
ance of Independence Day. 
Only four deaths were attributed 
directly to fireworks. Traffic acci­ 
dents constituted the biggest single 
cause. A total of 310 persons were 
fatally injured on streets and high­ 
ways. 
There were 142 drownings Sunday 
and 
Monday. 
During 
the 
same 
period 107 persons died violently in 
other ways. 
The four fireworks deaths com­ 
pared with ll lasfc year. 
The toll of 310 traffic deaths was 
the largest in more than a decade, 
comparing with 228 during the cele­ 
bration of Independence Day a year 
ago and 54 ten years ago. Wyoming 
alone recorded no traffic fatalities.

President Roosevelt, none of which 
had been adopted outright. 
Leaders agreed that enactment of 
the administration program depend­ 
ed in part on the speed with which 
the court bill was disposed of and 
in part on the ability of Democratic 
leaders to keep members in line. 
The court bill reached the Sen­ 
ate floor today, but administration 
chieftains sought immediate substi­ 
tution of a compromise measure. 
Quick action on it, leaders said, 
might so strengthen sentiment for 
adjournment as to force postpone­ 
ment until next session of such 
items as wage and hour, housing, 
government* reorganization and re­ 
gional power and conservation agen­ 
cy bills. 
Even two of the regular appropri­ 
ation bills have bogged down in a 
quagmire of dispute. 
They carry 
funds for non-military expenditures 
of the War Department and for op­ 
erations of the Interior department 
in the year that started July I. 
Capitol leaders are talking of ad­ 
journment no earlier than the mid­ 
dle or last of August. 
In the meantime, most members 
expect the enactment of several 
bills desired by the administration. 
Measures to aid farm tenants have 
passed both House and Senate, but 
differences must be smoothed out 
by a joint committee. 
A Senate-House committee may 
begin work later this week on rec­ 
ommendations for checking alleged 
tax evasion and avoidance. 
I was 
called into session today to deter­ 
mine whether to proceed without 
summoning some of the individuals 
named by the Treasury as users of 
the reduction devices. 
Congress has enacted this year a 
new neutrality law, a law to regulate 
the giant soft-coal industry, and 
another continuing the President's 
power to negotiate reciprocal trade 
treaties. 
It started the session, moreover, 
by quickly enacting bills to continue 
the Reconstruction Finance cor­ 
poration, the Treasury’s stabiliza­ 
tion fund and Mr. Roosevelt’s au­ 
thority to revalue the dollar. 
Cleavages began to develop soon 
after the President proposed that 
new blood be injected into the Su­ 
preme court by the addition of as 
many as six justices. 
A revolt arose over the President's 
request for $1,500,000,000 for work- 
relief. 
Congress finally granted it, 
but only after he had agreed to a 
compromise with House blocs which 
demanded greater flood control and 
public works expenditures.
